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How Don Cameron Gave Dorsey 
a Satchel Full of Money. 


Three Bureau Drawers in a- Back Room which 
Contained $250,000—Imported Voters and 
Their Work—Dorsey and Chauncey l. Filley 
Managing a Campaign—More Revelations 
About the Garfield Campaign. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, August 10.—The persons named by 
Dorsey in the interview published yesterday were 
interviewed to-day. Edmond Stephenson is a 
machine politician, and is known and referred to 
at Castle Garden as Barney Bilgin’s representa- 
tive in the Board of Emigration Commissioners. 
He looks after Bilgin’s interest in the baggage 
business, Mr. Stephenson started life as a cart- 
man and finally landed in a bank as a teller. Since 
then he has started a bank on the West side, 
which has been referred to in some of the meet- 
i of the Emigration Board as the home bank 

bination in that board. Mr. Stephenson ts 
active in politics. He sought the appointment of 
Bank Examiner, after Arthur became President, 
basing it upon his services to the party in 1880.

Then he would 
take the slip into the little room and receive the 
money from the cashier, who would put the ticxet 
into the drawer as his voucher.

was this six hundred dollars which was furnished 
to a Democrat in Fort Wayne, a prominent local 
politician, for his influence in the ward.

Duke’s Description of How He 
Killed Captain Nutt. 


A Document Prepared for Publication 
and in Expectation of Death—The Ter- 
rible Struggle in the Bed-Room—“ It 
was He or I.” 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disnatch. 

UNIONTOWN, Pa., August 10.—Just after the 
acquittal of N. L. Dukes for the murder of Capt. 
Nutt, and when the public feeling against the 
former was running highest, it was suggested to 
bim by his friends that, in view of the manifest 
fact that his life was in grave danger, it would be 
wise to prepare for posthumous phblication, if 
necessary, a statement by hisown hand, giving 
his own individual side of the great tragedy in 
which he was a performer. This advice Dukes 
acted upon. He was killed as was expected, and 
in three weeks the trial of his murderer will take 
place. In it he describes the killing in the fol- 
lowing words: “On the morning of the 24th of 
December, 1882, I was sitting beside my desk in

We struggled once 
more and had scuffled over into the corner back 
of the bed by the window. I knew that I was his 
superior in physical strength and could have 

DRAWN MY PISTOL AND SHOT HIM 
in the struggle, the pistol being self-acting, but I 
did not want to kilihim. I concluded, as I was 
physically his superior, to do nothing but keep 
him from hurting me aud I cried ‘murder!’ ‘mur- 
der!’ with the full force of my lungs, in order to 
bring some one to the rescue, As soon as this 
alarm was given Capt. Nutt called Clark!“ 
‘Clark!’ ‘Olark!’ in a much lower tone of voice 
than that employed by me. This call for his 
nephew, who had accompanied him there, coupled 
with the threat in, his letter of an avenger, filled 
me with terror and desperation.

A rumor that the leaders of the telegraphers’ 
strike in the East had announced that the strike 
would be abanadiied was afloat to-day, but the 
muster workman of the loral Brotherhood, when 
askea about it at Lightstone’s Hall this afternoon, 
said that the strike would never be abandoned 


till it was won; that the rumor Was 
a lle sent aut i by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and was 


prompted by the same spirit that made the com- 
pany out their wires and charge the act to the 
strikers. 

“You can say,” said the geutleman to the re- 
porter, “that the telegraph operators will remain 
on a strike until they win. We can afford to wait 
a year if necessary. I can stay out on a strike tor 
a year. and the rest of us can.” : 

Notwithstanaing this loud denial, it is plainly 
evident that the strike has fallen to pieces. Some 
of the best friends of the strikers admit this, and 
a telegram to the Post-Dispatcn, which will be 
found below, gives strength to the statement. It 
is a fact that a vumber of the strikers 


have returned to the Western Union and that 
others have made applications for a reinstaie- 
ment. They are reported to be returhing to the 
company as rapidly as they can get work. There 
is no prvof that the statement is not true in the 
talk of being able to stay out a year, for the strike 
ia at an end when the strikers’ places are filled, 
which the telegraph superintendents and man- 
agers ussert positively is the case. 

The strikers have made ita pomtto deny ev- 
erything except they are going to win the issue. 
‘Lhe tele raph companies report that they are 
better Off than they were before the strike — 
a statement which tlie telegraphers not only deny 
but laugh at. The dispatches to ihe newspapers 
guy that seventy-two operators qt work on ihe 
Gould lines in Texas yesterday. The gentlemen 
in the office of the superimtendent of telegraph 
deny this, with the statement tit they have not 
heard of operators leaving ou any read except the 
jron Mowntain, and ther places were proniply 
filled. The strikers say that every member of the 
Brotherhood on the I. M. Ry. except three leit 
their places when ordered, aud that they had ever 
eighty members op that road. The ote side con- 
tradicts the other with such flatness aud vele- 
mency that it is difficult to tell wuich, if either, is 
correct, ouly that the companies are apparently 
transacting their business with almost the usual 
facility. Ihe telegraphers all unite in denying 
the report circulated by a morning paper, 
that they or any of them had As- 
sanited the men who filled their places. They say 
that there has been nothing more dangerous 
than words exchanged. 8

A PosT-DisPpaAtcn reporter had a chat this 
morning at the Planter’s with two Australian 
newspaper men, who are looking into the agricult- 
ural interests of the States, with a view of fur- 
nishing suggestions to the farmers and cattle 
raisers of Australia. Their mission also embraces 
as incidental features the manufacturing indus-

tries, railroad Management aud social 
characteristics of the country. The gen— 
tiemen are John I.. Dow, agricultural editor 


of the Leader, and Thomas K. Dow, agricultural 
editor of the Australasian, the two leading papers 
f Melbourne. The business of the gentlemen is 
oascertain for the benent of their readers all 
that can be learned will respect to such matters 
in America as irrigation, sugar-growing, wine- 
rowing, fruit, wheat and corn culture, pork. cat- 
tle and sheep raising, other matters already men- 
tioned, and similar questions calculated to be of 
profit to Australians. With this object in view they 
arrived at San Francisco about three nontys ago by 
steamer trom Melbourne, Thence they exvioreu 
NORTHERN CALIFORNIA | 
to Lake Tahoe and Virginia City, noting the min- 
Ing in that region. Going East they toox in Salt 
Lake, Denver, Omaha, Chicago, examined into the 
creamery, butter and cheese industries of New 
York and other Eastern States; thence to Wash- 
ington and from there here. Now they propose 
investigating sugar-growing in the South, and 
will do Texas, New Mexico and the Southwest, 
through Southern California and again to Sau Frau- 
cisco and Melbourne, This has been a magnificent 
trip, and the Australians are delighted with the 
way of doing things in the United States, with the 
people and the management of the indtistries ana 
particularily with the raiiway management, in 
which they have taken an especial interest. They 
say that many Americas are locating in Aus- 
tralia, and that the people are thoroughly Ameri- 
can in sentiment aud institutions. They were 
-chiefly delighted with the railway passenger and 
baggage system, the latter especially. in the sys- 
tem of checks. In Australia the English system 
of every man looking after his own 
luggage is followed. and the people are becoming 
very tired of the slow and unprogressive mauage- 
ment of the roads. The roads are operated by 
the Government and are managed by politicians, 
who, having a monopoly of traffic, are not dis- 
posed to Keep pace with the times. Several com- 
missions have been sent to this country to inquire 
Into the matter, but the commissions have always 
deen officers of the roads, and the reports of 
course are not favorade te changes. But 
there is a prospect of an awak- 
ehing in this respect. Lhe hotels are another 
FEATURE OF AMERICAN TRAVEL 
with which they are dviigited. ‘The Australian 
hotels are taverns, in Which the accommodations 
are secondary to the bar, and even in such large 
citiesjas Melbourne and Sidney there isnothingthat 
can compare with the comfort and luxury of our 
palaces. With respect to the reports of a senti- 
ment in Australia Lavorable to independence and 
severing the counection With Eugland, both of these 
gentiemei declired there Was nothing init. The 
culonies of Australia enjoy practical self-govern- 
ment and independence, the connection with 
Great Britain being hicrely & nominal one, with 
the advantages ail on the side uf the Australian 
provinces. On the whole, they consider America 
far in advance of Australia ih push and progress, 
dut the latter county has reached a turning 
point and is inaking rapid strides in the right di- 
rection. The Messrs. Dow will leave for tne 
South to-night,

Mayor Ewing Isaues Another 
Proclamation on the Water 
Supply. . > 


— 

Why the People Wil Have to be Prudent in 
the Use of Water Between Saturday Even- 
Ing and Monday Morning—The New Water 
Main on Fourteenth Street—The Supply in 
the Compton Hill Reservoir. 


Mayor Ewing this morning issued a proclama- 
tion, which is published in another part of this 
paper, notifying the public that, in order to con- 
nect the third pumping main with the 36- 
inch pipe in Fourteenth street, ft will be nécés- 
sary to take the water from tlie latter pipe for the 
period of from thirty-six to forty hours. The 
work will commence at 5 o’clocK to-morrow (Sat- 


urday) afternoon,and it is — 2 to be complet- 
ed by 6 o’elock on the following Monday morning. 
The effect of shuttlug off the 36-inch line 
spoken of will be to diminish the Water supply 
over the entire city; aud iu the northern part of 
the city and also in the section lyilig east of State 
street and south of Soulard street there will be an 
exceedingly limited supply during the period of 
time required to make the connection. 
ater Commissioner hitman, upon whose 
recommendation the proclamation has been 
issued, stated to a Post-DIsPATCH reporter this 
morning that the new main, with whieh it is pro- 
posed to connect the thirty-six inch pipe in Fours |. 
teenth street, will not be used for distribution 
purposes until the completion of the new engine, 
which will be about the 10th of next month. 
h pipe is thifty-six inches from 
the enigive at Bissell’s point to the staud-pipe on 
Fourteenth street and Grand avenue, where it 
enlarges to 48 inches. It will be capable of dis- 
tributing 16,000,000 gallons of water daily. This 
will make the total pumping capacity of the new 
and old engines comvined 46,000,000 galluus 
daily. The Water Commissioner 15 particularly

desirous that during the forty heurs 
between Satrday evening and Mon- 
day morning that will be consumed 


in making the connection, the people living in the 
sections uf the city named above bévery sparing 
in the use of water. There are at present twu 
thirty-six inch water mains branching out irom 
the stand-pipe. One of these is on Fourteenth 
street, and this is the main which it is proposed to 
connect with the hew pipe; the other runs out 


Grand avenue, and empties into tie 
Compton Hill reservoir, and supplies 
the western portion: of the city besides, 


In order that there shall be a sufficiency of water 
forthe absolute necessities ot the eity during 
the time between Saturday evening and Monday 
morning, the entire city will have to be supplied 
from the Grand avenue main. Ordiuarily when 
water is being distributed through both the Grand 
avenue main and Fourteenth street main the 
valves at the dividing line are shut off, but on 
Saturday tney will de opened in order 
that the water may be readity distributed. 
When it is mentioned that the distributing da. 
pacity of the Grand avenue pipe is only 23,000,000 
of ö daily, and that the total amount requir- 
ed for the city’s needs is from 30,000,000 10 4,000. 
000, it èan readily be understood that the Mayor's 
proclamation cautioning extreme economy ib the 
use Of water from Saturday evening to Mon- 
duy morning is a timely document. 
‘to-day there are 37,500,000 gallons of water in 
the Compton Hill reservuir, and it is intended te 
keep the supply there up to this standard at least,

The power to pardon persons committed to the 

Work House by the police courts is vested in the 

Mayor of the city. The exercise of the pardoning 

power gives the Mayor more annoyance than 

all his other duties combined. Most 


of the applications for executive clem- 
ency are made by third parties appearing, it 
is presumed, disinterestly,for the unfortunate 
prisoner; but the reappearance of the same people 
at frequent interyals intent upon What woulda com- 
monly be regarded as an act of mercy, leads to the 
suspicion that their interest in securing pardons 
is not that of the good aritan, but rather that 
of a go-between working for hire. Sergeant Me- 
Grew, to whom applications are usu- 
ally addressed, as a reliminary step towards 
their being placed before the Mayor, has fre- 
quently complained that his duties are seriously 
ſucreased by the necessity of guarding against 
the schemes of the pardon-broker. Not long ago, 
during the temperary absence from the office of the 
Sergeant, an individual mavaged to make his way 
into the Mayor’s presence with a pitiful story of a 
poor man wrongfully confined atthe rock-pile. His 
account of the prisoner’s condition and previous 
conduct was extremely pathetic.

SPAIN’S DISTRESS. 

The decision of the Spanish Ministry to 
suspend all constitutional guarantees and 
proclaim a state of siege throughout Spain, 
means something more serious than mere 
sporadic outbreaks. What with her Carlist 
wars and the military revolts of NARVAEZ, 
PriM, SERRANO and MARTINEZ DE CAMPOS, 
Spain has had achaotic time of it for many 
years. 

Since the expulsion of IsABELLA, Spain 
has had the provisional government of PRIM 
and SERRANO; the reign of AMADEO for 
two years, with the constitution of 1869; the 
Federative Republic, and the dictatorship 
of EmMIL1io CASTELAR; the regency of Mar- 
shal SERRANO; the restoration of the Bour- 
bon dynasty in the person of ALFONSO asa 
constitutional king in December, 1874. The 
last was the work of the standing army of 
120,000, as all successful revolutions in Spain 
have been, and if the army is not tired of 
ALFONSO now, it may be taken for granted, 
that all attempts at revolution will be sum- 
marily suppressed, l 

The declaration of a few regiments in fav- 
or of the constitution of 1869, with ZORILLA 
as President, will please neither the army 
nor the Republicans. ZoORILLA was the 
Prime Minister of King AMADEO, and will 
hardly be tempted to take, under that con- 
stitution, as President, a position which he 
could not make tenable for AMADEO as 
King. Still it is encourgaging to see trouble 
in a monarchy, and the people who are pant- 
ing fora change should be stimulated with 
the applause of the American Republic. 


HUMAN SHARKS. 

Recently the Post-DispAtcH has per- 
formed a worthy public service in showing 
up some of the sharks in St. Louis who make 
a practice of lending money to people at 
rates which not only amount to gross usury, 
but downright thievery. Yesterday a pair 
of these soulless creatures, D. H. EVANS 
and HENRY WILSON, were arraigned in the 
Court of Criminal Correction at the suit of 
Mrs. ADDIE PERRY. It was shown that this 
poor woman, during the illness of her hus- 
band, was forced to pay $37 50 for the use of 
$35 for afew months, and being unable to 
pay further interest at the rate of $5 a 
month, her household goods were seized under 
a chattel mortgage. One of the sharks testified 
that, while a blank mortgage only cost ten 
cents, he always charged his victim $7 for 
making out one of these documents. Judge 
NoonaN held the usurious knaves in the sum 
of $1,000 each, and in recommending them to 
the Grand Jury took occasion to express his 
detestation and contempt for this sort of of- 
fense in terms which will find an echoin 
every honest, sympathetic heart. 

The public can have but a vague conception 
of the extent to which the necessitous poor of 
this city are robbed and fleeced by a gang of 
harpies who happen to be possessed of a little 
ready capital, and who do not even pay the 
municipality the poor compliment of taking 
out licenses as pawnbrokers. Socially and 
morally they are no better than pickpockets, 
and itis to be hoped that the law will be 
steadily invoked to rid the community of 
them. The Post-Dispatca is enlisted in 
the good work. 


OUR STATE UNIVERSITY. 

St. Louisis entitled to one hundred and 
forty free scholarships in the State Uni- 
versity at Columbia. The President. Dr. 
Laws, has just announced the appor- 
tionment The only expense to a young 
man who avails himself of this meth- 
od of getting an education isan entrance 
fee of $10, and his board, ludging and clothes 
during his university course. 

In the face of these facts it is singular that 
so few of our boys go to Columbia. Parents 
should certainly look closely into the advan- 
tages offered by the State University. Its 
curriculum is certainly an extensive one. It 
includes all of the branches that are usually 
taught in colieges of the first class. In math- 
ematics, for instance, the course extends 
from arithmetic to acomplete mastery of the 
differential and integral calculus and to ce- 
lestial mechanics. Prof. Fick .rn is an able 
teacher, the author of some excellent mathe- 
matical text books. In chemistry, a practi- 
cal knowledge of the science is taught, and 
analysis made aspecial and successful study. 
In Latin the young men read from Nxros to 
TACITUS and QUINTILLIAN. In Greek they 
go from Lysias and Hrroporuvs (rather a 
difficult beginning) to SOPHOCLES and Tuv- 
CYDIDES. 

It cannot be urged that the University is 
strong in the classics, but it makes this up 
in the scientific departments. There is a 
Law School, a Medical School,an Agricultur- 
al School, and the Rolla School of Mines con- 
nected with the University, the first three 
of which, of course, are out of the question 
for St. Louis. No man can study medicine 
far away from great hospitals, or law far 
away from the courts. The Rolla School of 
Mines is an engineering institution, which 
is the best of its kind in Missouri, and one 
of the bestin the Union. Its work is thor- 
oughly well done. On the whole, much as 
has been said about the politics of the State 
University, and little as we hear of its schol- 
arship, many parents may do worse than 
send their boys to Columbia.

It seems to us that, In- 
cluding every possible expense, an education 
at Columbia will not cost more than $300 
a year, and could be brought into a much 
narrower limit. 


The situation of Columbia is healthful and | 


pleasant, and the best boys from the interior 
of the State attend the school. Its tone is 
high, and its associations healthy. It may 
not give as much for the investment as Har- 
vard or even as Ann Arbor or Madison, but 
for those whose means are limited and who 
have boys to educate, it offers inducements 
worthy of examination. Application to take 
advantage of the St. Louis appointment 
should be made to the City Register, Mr. 
BERG, at the City Hall.

right. If everybody is satisfied with the re- 
sult, nobody will take much interest in the 
arraignment of those who helped to bring it 
about.

Firty or sixty counties of Georgia ob- 
tained spevial acts of the Legislature under 
which they were authorized toestablish Pro- 
hibition by local option. Paradoxical as it 
may seem, the temperance vote was strong- 
est in the counties most famous for ‘‘moon- 
shine” whisky. ‘lhe abolition of a licensed 
liquor traffic made everybody dependent on 
the moonshiners, and made them bloated 
monopolists, as it were. It destroyed their 
rivals, rallied the whole thirsty popuiation 
around them and thus gave theman immense 
advantage over the Federal revenue ofticers. 
It worked so well that the Legislature the 
other day passed a new local option law ap- 
plicable to the whole State, and it is pre- 
dicted that under this law Prohibition will 
bevoted in nearly all the counties, leaving 
only a few licensed saloons in the larger 
cities. But it is not believed that the amount 
of whisky consumed in Georgia will be any 
less on that account.

PRESIDENT ARTHUR, who is exploring the 
dark recesses of that terra incognita which 
lies about the head-waters of the Yellow- 
stone River, had a grand ovation at Fort 
Washakie yesterday at the hands of the 
Shoshone and Arapahoe Indians.

New YorxK, August 10.—The World says:

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„We're not six months in advance of the old 
Carthaginians,” said a venerable college-pro- 
fessor-like gentleman, tall, gray-haired, thin- 
featured and stoop-shouldred. as he rounded to 
alongside the curb-stone on Washington avenue 
and watched the workmen putting down the new 
granite paving. Then he shook his head and 
made some sort of a remark about the absence of 


any novelty under the sun. A Post-DispATcH 
reporter, who was standing by, respecttuly asked 
the old gentleman for an explanation of lus state- 
ment about the Carthaginians. | 

“Well, my boy,“ said ne, straightening himself 
and assuming a look of mingled anxiety and eru- 
dition that would have better graced a desk than 
a curbstone, “you may uot Know it, but Carthage 
was the first of the ancient commercial cities to 
pave its streets. It was trom Carthage the Rom- 
ans got the idea, and they vy degrees paved ail 
the public streets uf their city. The history of 
this Improvement is interesting, my boy. Josephus 
relates that the Jews proposed to Agrippa, alter 
the building of ie 8 6temple was fin- 
ished, to employ the discharged workmen to pave 
the streets of Jerusalem; and it is recorded 
in the Talmud that Jerusalem's streets were 
Swept every day. Someiting we can’t say about 
the streets of St, Louis. The remains of Hercu- 
Janeum slow that its streets were paved with 
Java, having a raised path on each side for ſoot- 
passengers. 

“The Saracens, or Moors, in Spain,” said the 
old geutleman 

WARMING TO HIS SUBJECT, 

“made many improvements, chlet among which 
was the paving of Cordova by Abderrahman, the 
fourth Spanish Caliph, as early as the year 850 of 
ourera. The firstintroducijon of pavements into 
Paris came about in this way: ting Philip 1. 
Was one day staudiug at a window of his palace 
on the bauks oi the Seine, When 
the sight and odor of dust in the streets 
annoyed him, and, the inspiration seizing hun. he 
forthwith gave orders to have them paved with 
stone at his own expense. Tuls was in 1184. Oti- 
er cities followed tle exajnople of Paris. In 1304 
Dijon was paved. Charies the Bold contributing 
liberally to the undertaking. By 1424 all the 
streets of Paris and Dijon were paved, and it was 
discovered that tis improvement not only made 
cleanliness possible, but also materially stova in 
the way of spreadiug contagious uiseases. 

“London,” the curbstone professor continued, 
“was not paved until the beuiumug of the Fil- 
teenth Century, when the King, who found many 

Us and hazaids along a highway where- 
on his carriage passed, ordered two vesseis 
of twenty tons each to be employed at his expense 
in carrying stones to pave tue streets of the met- 
ropolis. The origin of paving in Augsburg, Ger- 
Many, may be taken as an example of what oc- 
curred in other towns and Cities about that time, 
Hans Gwerlich,a ric mercuant o: Augsburg. 
caused a peat footpath to be laid before his house 
in 1415, and this guined so much approval froin 
the inhabitants that the authorities afterwards 
paved the whole city.” 

“But,” he went on, „the paving of streets is not 
the only thing necessary to cieanliness. After 
Paris was paved each hougebolder was ordered to 
keep the pavement opposite his place clean; but 
the order was 4580 flagrantiy evaded 
that in the Fourteenth century the streets becaine 
choked up with rubbish. In 1348. 1 think it was, 
a law was passed making the order peremptory, 
and forty years later heavy penalties were pro- 


| vided for failure to comply with the ordinance. 
The inhabitants thereupon clubbed together in

remove the rubbisu. Still the order was not 
heeded by the nobiles, who gonceived that they 
— to be exempt irom such a duty, and left the 
Eu lic squares filled with rubbisli and fith of all 

inds. A subsequent law niade it incumbent on 
all classes tu pertorm the duty, but at last the 

overnment adopted the only efficient means of 
neuring the cleanliness of ihe Streets, 
by making t 8 national undertakin 
and contracting with certain parties to cairy o 
the accumulating dirt and rubbish at so much 
per annum, just as we now contract for the re- 
moval of slops.“ 

“Sauval, in his ‘History of Paris,’ relates a cir- 
cumstance which is al once characteristic of the 
dirty state of the streets and of the power of the 
ecclesiastics of the period. King Philip was pass- 
ug St. Gervaison horseback one day in 1181, 
when a sow ran against his horse’s leg aud made 
him stumble, throwing the King tothe ground 
and 390 him so that he died next 
morning. mn account of the accident 
an order was issued that in the future 
no swine be allowed to run inthe streets; but 
the Abbot of St. Anthony opposed the order on 
the ground that it was contrary to the respect 
due to their patron salut to prevent his swine 
from enjoying the libertyof going wherever they 
pleased. So it was found necessary to grant the 
clergy an exclusive privilege aud allow their 
swine to promenade or wallow in the girt of the 
streets without molestation providing they had 
bells on their necks. f 

“in many of the continental cities,” said the old 


gentleman in couciusion, “as it was found impos- 


sible to compel the inhabitants to clean the pave- 
ments opposite their doors. the work was as- 
signed to. people of mean condition—the 
skinners and the servants of the public execu- 
tioner. In many mstances it was added 
to the number of indiguities so liberally heaped 
upon the Jews of those days. But perhaps the 

est mode of causing the streets to be cleansed 
was adopted in Berlin in 1671, when it was or- 
dered that every countryman who brought goods 
into Berlin for sale at the public markets should 
take away a load of rubbish on his back.“ 

“By jingo !” said a citizen who had listened to 
the latter part of the open-air cyclopedia’s dis- 
course, ~I think it would be a good scheme for St. 
Louis if sole kind of an order could be issued 
compelling each city official to scoop up and carry 
beyond the limits oi the corporation, every day, a 
few cubic feet of the slush that fills the streets 
and that will never be got rid of in any other way. 
My opinion is thai the men who eat up the taxes 
of the people ought to make some little sacrifice 
like this and at least make it look as il they were 
doing their best to give the people the worth of 
their money.“

AN ELEPHANT TAT READS.

Distinguishing Written Characters. 

Louis E. Cook, agent of Cole’s Circus, who was 
in the city a few days ago, told aremarkable story 
that illustrates the elephant’s wonderful capacity 
for receiving and ietaining impressions, and at 
the same time showed the great possibilities still 
offered in the direction of educating the pachy- 
derm. 

“Our trainer, Wm. Organ,” said Mr. Cook, 
“while in New York last winter, had several con- 


versations with an eminent zoologist, who, 
among other theories, advanced this; 
that the elephant could be taught to 
read written characters. He explained 


that the education of the great beast had gone 
even farther than mere feats of memory, either in 
the matter of language or judging of suapes and 
forms. It had been traiwed to do work of many 
Kinds in the Kast, such as piling lumber in Sys- 
temutical columns and even setting the heavy 
stoties iu Masoudy so that expert workinen fouud 
iL seiduin necessary to make avy changes in their 
position. The cunning of the elephant was well 
Kuowu, for Lhe trained monster was often used to 
lure ils wild brethren into snares, and frequently 
assisted in turuwing and holding down tue cap- 
tive untu the Chains Were piaced upon him. Tue 
Zoviogist used other arguments of the same klud 
and Orgau at lust agreed to make the attem pt aud 
determine the pussibility of teaching the elepuaut 
to read. He selected Mora, a 15-vear-older, for 
tue experiment, and began Work on hun at the 
fair grounds while We were in our winter-quarters 
here, He got a biack-board two feet long and 
eight inches Wide Upon Which to im&cribe the let- 
ters. He did not begin, however, by teaching the 
auimal the alphabet. He did not seem to want to 
make the experiment in that way, as it might be 
too tediofis, but, as you Know, ring or trained ele- 
phants know ali the words of command spoken 
by the trainer. They will stop whea he cries 
‘halt,’ move on when he says march, run at the 
order to ‘double-quick,’ and iudeed obey every 
word spoken to them. Well, Organ hit upou this 
plan. ¢ took Mora into the ring at least once 
every day, and writing the word ‘March’ in Ro- 
man characters about four or five iucues long on 
the board, placed it before the auimii’s eyes, and 
after allowive him to scan it, theu pointiug tothe 
white letters, shouted the order March,“ whiteii, 
of course, was cumplied with. He found by 
writing the letters wulle the board was held be- 
tore the elephant Wasa surer Way Of attracting 
the animal’s atvention to the characters, so he 
now writes in this way. Mora soon grew accus- 
t med to the board and the ietters, and now very 
seliom makes a mistake when a written com- 
mandis presented to him. He will march tue 


moment the last letter is finished, 
halt when the trainer shows him 
this word, and, indeed, recognizes every 


1uscription of this Kind Organ places on the board. 
The elephant will not be introduced into the ring 
jn this new act until next season, by which time 
the trainer thinks it possible to edneate the waoie 
herd in reading so that the words of command 
may be given in writing on a large black-boara. 
Having succeedea so well in teaching Mora to

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Daring Escape of the Murderer and Des- 
perado Jones From tbe Hospital. 


Mace Jones, the murderer of Marshal Green of 
Brooklyn, escaped from the County Hospital at1 
o'clock this morning, and up to noon to-day had 
succeeded in escaping arrest, although the Belle- 
ville and East St. Louis police and the deputy 


sheriffs throughout the county are scouring 
the surrounding country in search 
of the fugitive. Tne escape of the 


murderer is shrouded in mystery, the county offi- 
cials refusing to furnish ay information on the 
subject only that Jones is at large. Jones, it wil! 
be rememberea, shot and killed Henry Green 
nearly two weeks ago at Brooklyn, after receiy- 
ing gunshot wounds himself whica his physicians 
pronounced necessarily fatal. He was re- 
moved to the County Hospital last Friday to 
prevent the friends of Green executing their 
threats of lynching. The physician in charge 
pronounced his injuries so serious that a guard 
was unnecessary and the nurse momentarily ex- 
pected to report the demise of the murderer, so in- 
tense seemed his suffering. When the nurse 
made his rounds to the different beds this morn- 
ing shortly after 1 o’clock, Jones was miss- 
ing. The alarm was given and search) commenced, 
but the only trace of the fugitive to be found was 
tracks of wagon wheels outside the hospital. 
Deputy Sheriff’ Anthony visited Brooklyn this 
morning and ascertained that a spring wagon and 
team of horses were stolen from there 
last night, and also that three 
negroes suspected of being implicated 
in the numerous robberies of freiyht cars in that 
locality, the deadif assault on Waytchman Me- 
Lean, and finally in the quarrel that led to Mar- 
shal Greens death, disappeared about the same 
time as the team aud wagonu. A farmer from 
Ridge Prairie reported that a team and wagon 
carrying four negroes, one of whom 
was lying in the bed of the wagon, 
passed bis place about 5 o’clock this morning. 
Joues Was certainly unable to leave the hospital 
without assistance, being shot throbgh the left 
breast, through the jeft arm aud having a severe 
bullet wound extending aleng the scalp from the 
forehead to the top of the head. No guard was 
on duly when the murderer escaped, and the gen- 
eral iimpression is that his friends secured 
a vehicle and carried him away without attracting 
the attention of any one. The county officials are 
confident of recapturing him, but it is a well 
known fact he was a member of a desperate gang 
who will take every means to preveut bis recap- 


ture.

A PIONEER STORY, 


Major Riddle’s Sons Captured and 
Brought Up by Indians. 


From the Terre Haute Express. 


The question is often disputed as to 
whether ‘Tecumseh cominanded at the battle 
of Fort Harrison. Mr. Boord says that he 
uid, and tells the following story to prove it: 

Stephen and Abraham Riddle, sons of Maj. 
Riddle of Kentucky, were stolen in the early 
days of Kentucky by the Indians and carried 
North. ‘Lhe youths were raised among the 
Indians and became warriors. Stephen mar- 
ried a squaw and became a chief on account 
of his bravery. But Abraham was never 
nothing more than a common, dirty Indian. 
At last Stephen tired of his Inuian life, and 
longed to see the faces of white people. He 
could remember his home in Kentucky, his 
He was a 
powerful chief aud commanded many war- 
riors. One day he called a council and told 
his warriors that he thought of going to see 
Gen. Wayne, then at Fort Wayne. The 
watriors ail declared their determination 
to go with him, and — set off on 
their journey. They traveled from the 
Northwestern part of Indiana to near Fort 
Wayne. Chief Stephen did not wisu to pre- 
sent himself suddenly before the fort with 
his warriors for tear it would create alarm. 
He waited in the timber till one of the sol- 
diers came out to hunt, and captured him. 
He told the soldier that he meant him no 
harm, aud that he wanted to see Gen. Wayne. 
Lhe soldier conducted him and his band to 
within a few hundred yards of the fort, 
when, fearing treachery to the fort, he ran 
away from tiie Indians and alarmed the gar- 
rison. But Chief Steve succeeded in making 
the soldiers understand that he was friendly, 
and Gen. Wayne, accompanied by a guard, 
came out to treat with him. Wayne ex- 
pressed astonishment that the chief shouid 
talk such good English, and asked him 
why it was. Then the chief told him 
his story and how his heart yearned 
to see his pale-taced father and moth- 
er. Gen. Wayne was astonished. He 
knew Major Riddle, aud knew that he 
had two stolen boys. “Where is your 
brother?“ asked Gen. Wayne. Here he 
is, said Chief Steve, leading Abraham for- 
ward. Kut Abraham was an onery looking 
Indian, and Gen. Wayne did not take a 
shine to hun.” Tou return here when the 
moon has twice filled, and I will show you 
your father,” said the General. The Indians 
went their way, and Gen. Wayne sent a 
message to Maj. Riddle, in Kentucky, telling 
him that he had found his long lost sons. 
The Major came to the fort. is two sons 
had been there several days waiting for him. 
Chief Steve met his father with a dignified 
and chiefly air, and offered him the pipe of 
peace. The father recognized him. Where 
is my other son?“ asked the father. My 
brother will not be here before to-morrow, 
as he is with the soldiers.“ said Chief Steve. 
Abraham, in true Indian style, had picked 
up with the soldiers and got drunk on fire- 
water. He had thrashed every soldier in the 
fort, andit had been found necessary to 
“buck aud gag” him to make him quiet. 
Maj. Riddle raved, and demauded that his 
other son be brought forthwith before him, 
and Gen. Wayne ordered him to be brought. 
Wheu the father gazed upon him he de- 
clared him no son of his, ana 
wanted to brain him. But Gen. 
Wayne reasoned with him, and at last the 
father recognized him. The two sons re- 
turned to Kantucky with their father, Steve 
taking his squaw. Steve was one of the sol- 
diers in Fort Harrison during the fight, and 
he declares that Tecumseh commanded, and 
that he could have killed him if he had so 
desired. Stephen afteward vocame a Baptist 
preacher, and preached in Terre Haute in 
early days. His squaw did not take to civil- 
ized life, and he gave her ponies and sent her 
back to the tribe. Mr. Boord says that the 
northwest corner block house of the fort was 
burned during the fight. When the battle 
raged the hardest a soldier stood exposed to 
ibe view of the Indians. and for hours threw 
water on the flames to keep them from 
spreadiug. A woman handed him the water. 
Another soldier went up to help him and 
was instantiy picked off. One Indian at- 
tempted to get into the fort by running 
through the flames, but he was overcome by 
the smoke and roasted to death. Soldiers in 
the fort say that many Indians were Killed. 
The Indians threw their dead into the river, 
and when they were driven away the soldiers 
found a perfect road leading down to the 
river where the Indians had dragged their 


dead.

To „bounce“ is simply to 
prevail on persons whose mirth interferes 
with the general enjoyment to withdraw 
from society which they embarrass rather 
than adorn. The bouncer alinost invariably 
uses gentle Means and moral persuasion.

How He Failed to Make the Amende 
Honorable. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 


It is rather interesting to watch the man- 
ner by which old customs have been slightly 
changed and handed down froin age to age. 
Peculiarities of old traditions still linger 
among us and are forked over to posterity 
like a wappy-jawed tea-pot or a long-time 
mortgage. No one can explain it, but the 
fact still remains patent that some of the 
oddities of our ancestors continue to appear 
from time to time, clothed in the changing 
costumes of the prevailing fashion. 

Along with these choice antiquities, and 
carrying the nut-browa flavor of the dead 
and relentless years comes the amende hon- 
orable. From the original amende, in which 
the offender appeared in public clothed only 
in a cotton flaunel shirt and with a rope 
about his neck as an evidence of a formal 
recantation, down to this day, when 8 
times) the pale editor in a stickful of type 
admits that “his informant was in error,” 
the amende honorable has warched alon 
with the easy tread of time. The biue-eye 
molder of public opinion, with one suspender 
hanging down at his side, and writing on a 
sheet of news-copy paper, has a more ex- 
tensive costume perhaps than the old-time 
offender who bowed in the dust in the midst 
of the great populace, and with a halter 
under his ear admitted his offense, but he 
does not feel any more cheerful over it. 

l have been called upon several times to 
make the amende honorable, and 1 admit 
that it is not an occasion of mirth and mer- 
riment. People who come into the editorial 
office to invest in a retraction are generally 
healthy,and havea stiff reserved mauner that 
no cheerfulness or hospitality can soften. 

I remember of an incident of this kind 
which occurred last summer in my office 
while I was writing r scathing. A 
large man with an air of protound perspira- 
tion about him and a plaid flannel shir 
stepped into the middle of the room an 
breathed in all the air that IJ was not using. 
He said he would give me four minutes 
which to retract, and pulled outa watch by 
which to ascertain the exact time.
